Although congress passed the bill 
for the income 
tax 
amendment to 
Hie constitution in July, 1909, it was 
only since March I of this year that 
the record 
in Washington showing 
its adoption by a sufficient number 
of states was completed. There are 
r.ow' 
officially, 
therefore, 
sixteen 
amendments to the constitution that 
was adopted on Sept. 17, 1787. And 
there have been adopted 
only 
six­ 
teen out of many amendments pro­ 
loged, which shows that it isn’t an 
easy matter to amplify our 
great 
organic law'. 
Tile 
first 
ten amend­ 
ments were proposed by 
the first 
congress. 
During 
the period from 
1789 to 1803, in addition to the first 
ten amendments a number of amend­ 
ments were proposed, and the elev­ 
enth and twelfth amendments were 
adopted. During the period from 1804 
lo 1860 more than 400 amendments 
were 
proposed, but 
all 
failed 
of 
enactment. They cover all sorts of 
points and show 
that there always 
has been a tendency to tinker with 
the constitution. 
The 
record indi­ 
cates also that in the minds of the 
I eople the constitution as amended 
by the first twelve amendments was 
a pretty good charter. 
In 1844 an 
amendment was proposed 
providing 
that each state should elect a man 
for the presidency and from these 
one should be chosen as president by 
lot. Out of the 400 amendments of­ 
fered in congress six passed the sen­ 
ate, but failed in the house, and one 
passed in the house, but failed in th * 
senate. 
Naturally, in 
the 
period between 
USM and 1870 all sorts 
of amend­ 
ments were offered, resulting in only 
the thirteenth, fourteenth 
and 
fif­ 
teenth amendments being made part 
o the constitution, 
however.
